SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


The  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Overseers 
of  the  Poor  was  held  February  8,  1926  and  organized  with  a 
choice  of  John  I.  Bryant,  chairman,  and  Isaac  N.  Babbitt,  clerk. 
Miss  Louise  Babcock  was  chosen  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  in  that  capacity  has  given  universal 
satisfaction  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and 
all  the  people  who  have  visited  this  office  during  the  past  year. 

Since  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  the  lot,  which  was  taken 
under  the  eminent  domain  act  just  north  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  and  the  Atlas  Tack  Comp- 
any, has  been  consideraby  improved.  A new  retaining  wall  has 
been  built  part  way  on  the  north  side  and  a new  building  to  be 
used  as  a storehouse  for  the  street  machinery  was  built.  For 
this  w^ork,  an  appropriation  was  made  at  the  annual  town  meet- 
ing. This  building  has  been  completed  and  is  now  in  use. 
It  is  a valuable  addition  to  the  town  lot. 

Another  matter  in  which  the  Selectmen  have  been  interested 
is  that  of  the  Back  Road  or  Alden  Road,  so  called.  That  road 
has  been  completed  during  the  past  year  and  has  cost  the  county, 
state  and  town  $78,000.  This  is  now  one  of  the  best  roads  in 
the  town,  coming  down  from  Acushnet  and  leading  onto  Wash- 
ington Street  or  the  Mattapoisett  Road,  so  called,  as  the  state 
road.  The  state  and  county  have  been  a great  help  to  the 
Town  of  Fairhaven  with  this  road  for  the  state  has  paid  in  as 
its  share  during  the  past  four  years  $26,000. ; the  county  has 
paid  a similar  amount  as  has  the  town,  so  that  with  a total 
of  $78,000.  having  been  laid  out  on  this  road,  the  state  and 
county  have  paid  tw’o-thirds  of  it. 
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The  Selectmen  have  investigated  and  had  started  to  consider 
the  question  of  coming  down  Bridge  Street  from  the  Alden 
Road  to  Adams  Street  when  our  board  found  that  any  plans 
must  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Planning  Board  so,  for 
that  reason,  the  matter  has  been  held  up  for  further  considera- 
tion and  we  expect  this  will  be  taken  up  at  an  early  date.  This 
would  take  most  of  the  travel  coming  over  the  bridge  at  Bridge 
Street  to  the  Alden  Road  and  the  travel  returning  would  take 
the  same  route.  Thus  a large  number  of  automobiles  would 
be  taken  away  from  the  vicinity  of  the  St.  Joseph’s  School  and 
church  and  while  it  would  be  a better  route  for  automobile 
travel,  it  would  make  the  neighborhood  safer  for  the  children 
who  attend  that  school. 

The  New  Boston  School  was  finished  last  year  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  room,  and  the  school  committee  are  asking  for 
an  appropriation  of  $3,500.  to  finish  this  room,  which  is  much 
needed  at  the  present  time.  The  article  in  the  warrant  calls 
for  an  appropriation  for  this  amount  which  is  only  an  estimate 
for  we  hope  to  finish  the  room  for  much  less  than  has  been 
recommended  and  asked  for.  When  that  room  is  finished,  we 
will  have  one  of  the  best  school  houses  in  town  with  the  added 
advantage  of  being  away  from  the  main  thoroughfare  so  that 
the  children  will  be  better  protected  than  they  have  previously 
been. 

There  is  also  an  appropriation  asked  for  in  the  warrant  of 
$1,000.  to  build  sidewalks  from  the  Mill  Road  to  the  New  Bos- 
ton Road.  We  recommend  that  this  ought  to  pass  for  that 
sidewalk  would  have  been  finished  last  year  if  the  state  had  not 
taken  the  land  along  that  side  of  the  street  to  widen  the  road. 
With  the  completion  of  the  sidewalk  at  the  end  of  the  present 
season,  we  will  have  a good  walk  for  the  children  passing  on 
that  road. 

There  was  an  article  in  the  warrant  at  the  last  annual  town 
meeting  to  make  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.  for  fixing  up  and 
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taking  over  the  Fort  Phoenix  property,  consisting  of  2 acres, 
for  park  purposes  forever,  as  a memorial  to  the  late  Henry 
H.  Rogers,  Fairhaven’s  benefactor.  The  walls  around  this  old 
historic  fortification  have  been  rebuilt  by  the  town.  The  walls 
around  the  old  reservation  have  been  rebuilt  and  many  improve- 
ments have  been  made  there  by  cleaning  up  the  old  spot.  Now, 
no  matter  who  comes  hereafter,  that  spot  can  not  be  used  for 
other  than  park  purposes  forever  and  the  only  persons  who 
have  any  right  to  take  it  over  would  be  the  National  Govern- 
ment. 

The  Union  Wharf  property  as  taken  over  by  the  town  last 
year  for  a public  wharf  for  the  use  of  the  town  by  an  act  of 
the  Legislature  is  one  of  the  best  propositions  as  we  see  it  that 
has  been  presented  to  the  town  for  many  a long  day.  That 
wharf  property  has  a frontage  on  our  harbor  and  consists  of 
4^2  acres  and  is  the  largest  wharf  that  we  have  in  the  town. 
All  ready,  we  are  renting  a good  part  of  that  property  and  by 
another  year,  the  rental  of  the  wharf  will,  in  our  opinion, 
amount  to  more  than  the  taxes  paid  on  the  property. 

The  Selectmen  have  many  petitions  filed  for  the  laying  out 
of  streets,  for  macadamizing  and  repairing  many  old  streets, 
but  we  cannot  do  all  this  work  in  one  year  or  two  years.  We 
have  a large  town  and  we  have  to  go  very  carefully  in  order  not 
to  have  an  increased  tax  rate  because  of  spending  more  money 
in  one  year  than  we  should.  We  are  trying  to  do  the  best  we 
can  by  giving  to  all  parts  of  the  town  some  aid  and  we  expect, 
by  the  end  of  the  present  year,  to  have  helped  all  parts  of  the 
town  in  some  way  regarding  fixing  the  streets  and  the  high- 
ways on  the  outskirts  of  the  town. 

We  could  do  a great  deal  more  in  the  way  of  repairs  in  the 
outlying  districts  if  we  could  get  more  cinders  but  as  so  many 
of  the  mills  are  shut  down  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  any 
cinders  to  repair  the  roads  and  cinders  are  worth  a great  deal 
more  than  any  gravel  that  we  could  get.  You  will  find  in  the 
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warrant,  articles  asking  for  many  streets  to  be  macadamized 
or  put  in  passible  condition.  The  Selectmen  have  recommend- 
ed that  as  much  as  can  be  done  on  those  streets  should  be  done 
if  it  is  possible  to  get  the  materials  and  the  town  votes  the 
necessary  appropriations. 

We  are  hoping  to  accomplish  what  we  have  recommended  on 
these  roads  and  have  the  sidewalks  widened  without  raising 
the  tax  levy  to  any  more  than  it  was  last  year. 

During  the  present  winter  when  we  have  had  heavy  snow 
storms,  people  in  all  sections  of  the  town  have  found  our  trac- 
tors and  snow  plows  covering  all  parts  of  the  town  as  fast  as 
they  could  be  reached  and  were  it  not  for  the  good  work  ac- 
complished by  our  superintendent  of  streets  who  has  been  up 
many  nights  supervising  the  work  of  the  plows  and  tractors, 
we  would  not  have  been  able  to  satisfy  the  large  number  of 
people  who  have  thanked  this  board  for  the  work  as  it  has  been 
carried  on. 

All  of  which  we  most  respectfully  submit  to  the  people  of 
Fairhaven  for  their  good  judgment. 

As  a part  of  the  requirements  of  the  town  for  the  coming 
year,  we  report  the  following  for  debt  and  interest.

REPORT  OF  HIGHWAY 
DEPARTMENT 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  selectmen  appointed  Thomas 
W.  Whitfield  superintendent  of  streets. 

At  the  annual  and  special  town  meetings  a year  ago,  many 
% 

streets  were  laid  out,  graded  and  accepted  by  the  town  and  many 
of  them  have  been  put  in  passible  condition  and  sidewalks 
have  been  laid  on  quite  a few  of  them,  also. 

The  New  Boston  Road  was  put  in  very  good  condition  dur- 
ing the  past  year  by  macadamizing  which  cost  approximately 
$4,000.  and  on  Linden  Avenue  and  Larch  Street  there  also  was 
considerable  work  done.  East  Coggeshall  Street  was  macadam- 
ized to  Houle  Street  and  Wilding  Street  was  graded  off.  Hedge 
Street  has  also  received  some  repairs  and  work  has  been  done, 
too,  on  Oak  Street.  Under  the  supervision  of  the  superintend- 
ent of  streets,  the  Back  Road  or  Alden  Road,  so  called,  has 
been  put  in  first  class  condition. 

A good  sidewalk  was  built  from  the  Alden  Road  to  Mill  Road 
during  the  past  year  and  some  time  in  the  present  year,  we 
expect  to  complete  the  sidewalk  from  the  Mill  Road  to  the  New 
Boston  Road.  The  sidewalk  on  the  Mattapoisett  Road  which 
was  not  finished  last  year  owdng  to  the  widening  of  that  road 
will  be  taken  care  of  during  the  present  year.  In  the  town 
warrant  this  year,  there  is  an  article  asking  for  a sidewalk 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Sconticut  Neck  Road  from  Washington 
Street  as  far  south  as  the  money  will  go  and  this  matter  will  be 
attended  to  with  the  other  work  which  is  being  considered. 
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In  Article  36  in  the  warrant  of  the  last  annual  town  meeting, 
it  was  voted  to  relocate  Morton  Street  and  the  selectmen  were 
instructed  to  sell  for  a nominal  sum  a strip  of  land  to  the 
Church  of  the  Good  Shepherd.  Around  the  church,  the  side- 
walks have  been  repaired  and  the  street  somewhat  fixed  up. 

This  present  year,  there  are  articles  in  the  warrant  for 
macadamizing  part  of  the  Howland  Road  and  Sycamore  Street 
north  from  the  Howland  Road  and  for  the  putting  of  that 
street  in  good  condition.  The  article  calls  for  $10,000.  which 
has  been  recommended  by  the  selectmen. 

Gellette  Road  is  to  receive  some  macadam  and  attention 
as  far  as  the  town  will  permit  us  to  go  and  the  Weeden  Road 
is  also  to  be  taken  care  of  in  the  same  way,  as  also  is  Hedge 
Street  in  the  north  part  of  the  town  from  Cherry  Street  westerly. 
The  sidewalk  conditions  on  this  street  are  also  to  be  improved. 
The  Mill  Road  from  Washington  Street  to  Bridge  Street  is  to 
receive  some  consideration  and  South  Pleasant  Street  which 
is  particularly  dangerous,  in  a way,  is  to  be  considered  in  an 
appropriation  to  put  that  street  in  good  condition. 

North  Main  Street,  from  the  Riverside  Cemetery  to  Cogge- 
shall  Street  is  in  bad  condition.  That  is  to  be  looked  after  and 
raised  so  as  to  do  away  with  the  water  near  Kendrick  Avenue 
as  the  water  settles  on  that  part  of  Main  Street  and  it  must  be 
piped  underneath.  The  whole  road  from  the  cemetery  to 
Coggeshall  Street  will  be  cared  for  this  year  if  the  town  makes 
an  appropriation  for  that  work. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  all 
the  work  rebuilding  the  parapet  walls  around  old  Fort  Phoenix, 
the  walls  around  the  reservation  and  the  re-mounting  of  the 
old  guns  was  done,  and  a flag  pole  was  erected  so  that  on  certain 
occasions  Old  Glory  might  fly  over  the  fort  as  it  did  before 
the  Civil  War  and  during  that  period.  Mr.  Whitfield  also  took 
care  of  the  rebuilding  of  the  walls  around  the  old  Woodside 
Cemetery.  The  Academy  Building,  which  is  now  the  voting 
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place  for  Precinct  2 and  where  many  of  our  old  respected  citi- 
zens attended  school  was  reshingled,  new  windows  put  in  and 
further  repairs  made  under  his  direction,  also. 

The  ashes  and  rubbish  have  been  cared  for  wholly  by  the 
street  department  and  the  ashes  have  been  used  to  fill  in  the 
town  yard,  making  and  improving  the  land  there,  fitting  it  up 
to  meet  the  future  needs  of  the  town. 

We  again  most  respectfully  ask  the  citizens  of  the  town  not 
to  dump  rubbish  in  the  gutters  of  the  streets.  In  the  first  place, 
it  is  against  the  law  and  in  the  second  place,  it  makes  a rather 
unsightly  mess  and  does  not  improve  the  appearance  of  our 
town.  We  earnestly  hope  that  the  citizens  will  co-operate  with 
the  superintendent  of  streets,  whoever  he  may  be,  in  this  par- 
ticular work.

Sewer  in  Hedge  and  Taber  Streets  westerly  from  Cherry 
St.  with  an  outlet  in  the  Acushnet  River,  said  sewer  was  put 
out  to  contract  to  The  B.  F.  Watkins  Transportation  Co.,  con- 
struction work  is  not  yet  completed. 

SEWER  CONNECTIONS:  During  1926  seven  connec- 

tions have  been  repaired  and  eighteen  new  connections  made 
which  gives  a total  of  1302  connections  now  in  use. 

ELECTRICAL  SEWER  STATIONS:  We  wish  to  call 

your  attention  to  our  continued  success  with  the  four  new 
sewer  pumping  stations,  all  of  which  have  been  handling  the 
sewerage  successfully  for  the  past  two  years.  It  is  our  aim  to 
keep  the  public  informed  as  to  the  success  of  this  installation 
and  its  great  value  to  our  citizens  in  keeping  the  sanitary  con- 
ditions up  to  standard.  When  drawing  up  plans  for  this 
equipment  we  figured  on  a fifty  per  cent  greater  pumping 
capacity  than  was  required  at  the  time  so  that  if  we  were  forced 
to  resort  to  filter  beds  or  intercepting  sewers,  no  change  would 
be  necessary  in  any  of  the  stations.  We  plan  to  keep  down 
expenses  without  neglecting  in  any  way  the  practical  super- 
vision of  the  machinery  which  is  the  vital  part  of  the  system. 

In  1925  and  1926  with  the  new  system  in  operation  the  total 
cost  for  sewer  maintenance  was  $16,341,95  an  average  of 
$8,170.98  per  year.  This  means  a saving  to  the  town  of  ap- 
proximately 49%  when  compared  with  the  operating  cost  of 
1923  and  1924. 
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The  expenditures  for  Sewer  Maintenance  for  the  year  1926 
was  $7,129.72  leaving  a balance  of  $3,984.80. 

We  respectfully  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000.00  for 
the  year  1927.

TITLE  AND  SCOPE 

SECTION  1.  These  by-laws  shall  be  known  and  cited  as 
the  Building  Laws.  No  building,  structure  or  part  there- 
of shall  hereafter  be  constructed,  and  no  building  or  struct- 
ure now  or  hereafter  erected,  shall  be  razed,  altered,  moved 
or  built  upon  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
these  Building  Laws.  Nor  shall  plumbing,  gas  piping,  water 
piping,  drainage,  heating,  wiring  or  ventilation  be  installed 
or  altered  in  any  building  or  structure  except  in  conformity 
herewith. 


Report  of  the  Park  Commission 


To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven : 

The  Park  Commission  continues  with  the  same  personel  and 
organization  as  for  the  three  proceeding  years.  Monthly  meet- 
ings have  been  held  from  March  to  October  inclusive  and 
weekly  supervision  of  Park  work  and  conditions  has  been  the 
order  of  the  day.  The  working  force  of  three  men  with 
William  Haney  foreman  has  also  remained  unchanged,  and  the 
well  kept  appearance  of  the  entire  Park,  notwithstanding  play- 
ground wear  and  tear,  speaks  for  their  interest  and  efficiency. 

The  severe  pruning  and  thinning  of  deformed  and  crowded 
shrubs — the  method  by  wffiich  old  plants  are  given  a new  lease 
of  life — continues  with  satisfactory  results  in  stronger  vigorous 
growth.  The  success  of  the  experimental  treatment  at  the 
overwet  Bridge  street  end  is  removing  that  plot  from  the 
problem  stage,  and  with  the  growth  of  the  coming  year  it  should 
compare  favorably  with  the  thrifty  borders  of  the  west  and 
south.  In  the  spring  new  plants  to  the  number  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  some  seven  varieties,  were  set  out  to  replace  or 
thicken  existing  plots.  The  opportunity  for  more  work  along 
the  same  lines  is  ample  as  even  the  most  casual  stroller  will 
realize,  but  the  keen  observer  will  not  fail  to  note  from  year 
to  year  the  increasing  variety  of  interesting  plantings  or  of  the 
gradual  conquering  of  the  enemy’s  territory  of  weeds,  mud  and 
bare  ground. 

North  of  the  Bridge  the  first  necessity  was  met  by  the  erection 
of  a substantial  wire  fence.  The  further  grading  and  planting 
must  come  into  the  schedule  for  the  coming  year,  for  the  need 
is  urgent  that  this  neutral  area  be  given  a character  befitting  its 
location  as  a gateway  to  the  town. 


\. 
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The  use  of  Cushman  Park  as  a recreational  center  increases 
with  each  succeeding  year  and  its  value  for  this  purpose  alone 
cannot  be  overestimated.  Scarcely  an  hour  of  the  summer  day 
when  small  groups  of  children  may  not  be  seen  playing  harm- 
lessly by  themselves,  and  many  of  their  elders  apparently  ap- 
preciate an  outdoor  haven  free  from  the  auto  menace. 

Playground  activities  began  under  the  same  supervision  as  in 
1925  but  misfortunes  befell.  At  the  end  of  the  first  week  Mrs. 
Dutton  was  obliged  to  give  over  her  work  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lovejoy,  who  for  seven  weeks,  five  hours  daily,  devoted  herself 
to  the  younger  children.  The  average  attendance  was  over 
eighty,  the  banner  day  registering  one  hundred  thirty-five,  with 
a cost  of  approximately  $1.00  per  child  per  season.  The 
Mother’s  Club  generously  continued  their  contribution  of  $100 
for  this  branch  of  the  work,  thus  making  possible  needed 
additions  to  the  playground  equipment.  In  midsummer  Mr. 
Pidgeon’s  connection  with  the  department  ceased,  and  Charles 
Holland  a previous  assistant  undertook  direction  of  the  older 
boys,  carrying  on  satisfactorily,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  stage 
any  final  pageant  with  either  group.  Baseball  enthusiasm  is 
ever  present  but  its  successful  season  on  the  Park  diamond 
needs  no  report  here. 

It  has  long  been  the  hope  of  your  Park  Commissioners  to  add 
tennis  courts  to  the  “sport”  equipment  but  both  the  initial  cost 
and  maintenance  had  so  far  been  prohibitive.  Advances  from 
the  revived  Tennis  Association  were  therefore  welcomed,  and 
after  due  conference  and  survey  of  possibilities  the  decision  to 
utilize  the  oasis  between  Main  and  Middle  streets  met  with 
unanimous  approval.  The  greatest  cost,  that  of  the  guard  fence 
has  been  largely  met  by  the  Park  department  while  the  daily 
care  and  upkeep  of  the  two  courts  is  met  by  the  Association. 
The  location  has  proved  ideal  in  many  ways — the  constant  use 
during  daylight  hours  by  the  public  until  four  o’clock,  by  the 
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Association  after  that  hour  has  given  a thrill  to  the  passing 
public  as  to  the  players  themselves. 

Concerts  by  the  Fairhaven  Band  have  been  given  an  alterna- 
tive Friday  evenings  and  the  record  attendance  by  auto  and  on 
the  green  testify  to  the  continued  appreciation  by  the  towns- 
people at  large.

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  hereby  submit  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  1,  1926. 

During  the  past  year  this  department  has  answered  ninety- 
three  still  and  forty-one  bell  alarms.  Two  out  of  town  calls 
were  answered. 

Four  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have  been  installed  and  the  Board 
recommends  *he  addition  of  four  more  this  year. 

The  new  Ford  combination  chemical  which  was  placed  in 
the  house  on  Oxford  St.  to  replace  the  old  Hose  No.  2 Truck 
has  proved  to  be  entirely  satisfactory  in  every  way. 

The  Board  urgently  recommends  the  immediate  replacement 
of  the  present  Hose  No.  1 chassis  with  a combination  chemical 
and  hose  truck,  the  present  chassis  being  inefficient  due  to  its 
age  and  condition.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


January  19th,  1927. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 

Gentlemen : 

The  Board  of  Health  hereby  submit  their  annual  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1926. 

There  were  reported  during  the  year,  two  hundred  and 
eighty-three  cases  of  communicable  diseases  as  follows — 
Diphtheria,  six;  Scarlet  fever,  fifty-nine;  Chicken-pox, 
fifty;  Typhoid  fever,  seven;  Tuberculosis;  all  forms,  ten; 
Whooping-cough,  eighteen ; Measles,  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight ; Lobar  pneumonia,  five. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  fourteen  burial  permits 
issued,  an  increase  in  the  number  issued  in  1925. 

The  executive  officer  has  made  inspections  of  barns  and 
dairies  of  persons  holding  Milk  Producers  licenses  as  re- 
quired under  Sections  No.  40  and  No.  43,  of  Chap.  No.  94, 
G.  L.  With  a few  exceptions,  they  have  been  found  satis- 
factory. Markets,  stores  and  bakery’s  have  also  been  in- 
spected and  conditions  found  good.  Complaints  of  nuisances 
have  been  investigated  and  when  required,  conditions 
ordered  improved. 

We  have  five  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  hospitals  at  this 
time,  which  we  are  caring  for  at  an  expense  of  $45.50  per 
week. 

GARBAGE 

The  collection  of  garbage  has  been  more  satisfactory 
than  ever  before.  The  demands  upon  the  Board  have  in- 
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creased  the  past  year  to  such  an  extent,  that  we  feel  in 
order  to  meet  the  demand  of  the  householders  for  the  re- 
moval of  garbage,  that  an  appropriation  of  $4,000.00  will 
be  necessary  for  the  ensuing  year. 


REPORT  OF  TREE  WARDEN 


January  23,  1927 
New  Bedford,  Mass. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Fairhaven : 

The  Tree  Warden  hereby  respectfully  submits  his  annual 
report. 

The  trees  in  Fairhaven  are  in  a good  and  healthy  con- 
dition, but  it  is  necessary  to  keep  on  spraying  them  from 
year  to  year  to  preserve  them.  The  trees  are  gradually 
dying  out  from  old  age.  It  is  necessary  to  keep  planting  a 
few  new  trees  each  year. 

The  Improvement  Association  of  the  town  gave  and 
planted  twenty-two  trees,  and  the  Tree  Department  planted 
twenty-eight  trees. 

I would  recommend  that  the  citizens  appropriate  the  sum 
of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00)  for  the  work  of 
the  department.

I found  6 barns  unclean,  6 with  poor  ventilation,  3 with 
insufficient  light,  2 with  poor  drainage. 

In  July  one  dairy  cow  was  killed,  it  being  affected  with 
tuberculosis.  Two  other  cows,  affected  with  paralysis,  were 
ordered  killed,  in  February  and  August.

Report  of  Planning  Board 


The  Planning  Board,  as  established  by  vote  of  the  Town, 
consists  of  eight  members,  two  elected  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  each  year,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

The  present  Board  consists  of : 

James  A.  Stetson  and  Victor  O.  B.  Slater,  whose  terms 
expire  1927. 

Lewis  F.  Poor  and  Warren  L.  Swett,  whose  terms  expire  1928. 

William  Tallman  and  D.  C.  Potter,  whose  term  expires  1929. 

Samuel  Dudgeon  and  George  H.  Atwood,  whose  terms  ex- 
pire 1930. 

Supplementing  the  Planning  Board,  a Board  of  Appeals,  as 
provided  by  Chapter  40,  Sections  27  and  27A  of  the  Revised 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  consider  appeals  from  rulings 
of  the  Building  Inspector,  has  been  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  It  consists  of  Charles  W.  Knowlton,  Kenneth 
Pierce,  William  Tallman,  Z.  R.  Pinault  and  Victor  O.  B.  Slater 
and  was  organized  June  9th  with  Mr.  Pierce  as  Chairman  and 
Mr.  Slater  as  Secretary. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Appeals,  are  on  the  second,  and 
fourth  Wednesday  evenings  of  the  month,  at  call  of  the  Building 
Inspector,  and  it  has  already  disposed  of  a number  of  problems. 

In  connection  with  the  zoning  laws,  the  Planning  Board  has 
prepared  very  complete  maps  of  the  town,  which  are  proving 
a great  convenience  to  other  town  departments;  which  maps 
may  be  obtained  at  cost  ($1.50)  by  any  citizen.  The  Zoning 
Laws  have  also  been  arranged  and  printed  in  very  convenient 
pamphlet  form,  which  may  be  obtained  free  of  cost  by  the 
townspeople. 
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This  is  the  first  year  the  zoning  laws  have  been  in  operation, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  see  how  promptly  they  have  been  sup- 
ported and  invoked,  to  protect  resident  neighborhoods  from 
injurious  conditions ; and  we  are  encouraged  to  hope  they  may 
in  large  measure  check,  if  not  exterminate,  some  of  the  slum 
conditions  which  have  obtained  foot-hold  in  outlying  districts. 

Many  of  the  townspeople  will  remember  the  large  Stock- 
Jobbing-Real  Estate  scheme,  based  on  West  Island,  but  pulled 
off  in  Boston,  which  menaced  our  town  last  summer.  Wildly 
distorted  maps  and  wildly  exaggerated  descriptions  of  the 
island  were  published  and  widely  advertised,  showing  streets  and 
city  lots  — of  sizes  prohibited  by  our  zoning  laws  — - to  be  given 
with  purchases  of  stock,  etc.,  many  of  which  lots,  could  they 
be  located,  would  be  found  in  the  coves,  and  tidal  marshes. 
The  scheme  could  not  survive  the  investigation  and  exposure 
which  fortunately  the  Planning  Board  was  in  position  to  give. 
Its  offices  were  closed,  and  its  bottom  promptly  dropped  out. 

The  Planning  Board  has  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  the 
coming  town  meeting,  asking  to  have  the  name  of  Bridge 
Square  changed  to  Rogers  Square,  and  the  names  of  any  other 
streets  and  lanes  in  the  town,  now  called  Rogers,  be  changed.^ 
It  is  hoped  this  slight  tribute  to  the  town’s  benefactor,  will  be 
unanimously  endorsed  by  the  citizens.  The  Planning  Board 
has  had  several  sessions  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  regarding 
the  straightening,  widening  and  improving  some  devious  high- 
ways of  the  town;  recommendation  for  some  of  which  will 
appear  in  the  warrant  for  the  coming  town  meeting.  To  others, 
perhaps  more  important  ones,  it  is  desired  to  give  more  con- 
sideration and  make  report  later.

Your  Committee  has  a balance  from  the  regular  appro- 
priations for  support  of  schools  amounting  to  $2,800.75. 
There  is  remaining  in  the  Portable  School  Account,  $470.17. 
A total  of  $3,270.92  is  being  returned  to  the  General  Treas- 
ury. The  unusually  large  balances  from  the  regular  appro- 
priations are  due  chiefly  to  the  following  reasons : 

(1)  An  unusually  large  number  of  resignations  of  ex- 
perienced teachers  in  June  resulted  in  a reduced  payroll 
because  the  new  teachers  began  at  minimum  salaries. 

(2)  The  estimated  cost  of  seating  the  auditoriums  of 
the  Tripp  and  East  Fairhaven  schools  was  cut  in  half  by  the 
selection  of  less  expensive  seats. 

(3)  Competitive  bids  reduced  by  $1000.  the  estimated 
cost  of  re-newing  the  plumbing  at  the  high  school. 

In  making  the  Budget  for  1927,  a net  increase  of  $3,100 
is  necessary.  This  allows  for  the  scheduled  increases  in 
salaries  due  in  September,  the  employment  of  one  addit- 
ional teacher  in  the  high  school  and  two  in  the  grades,  and 
some  increase  in  the  cost  of  janitor  service  and  fuel  for 
the  portable  needed  at  the  Rogers  school.  The  actual  in- 
crease in  the  appropriation  is  not,  of  course,  sufficient  to 
cover  all  this,  but  last  year  $3,400.  was  allowed  for  special 
repairs  and  new  equipment,  which  are  not  included  in  the 
budget  for  1927,  leaving  that  amount  available  for  other 
purposes. 
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The  Committee  suggests  that  citizens  read  carefully  the 
report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  relating  to  present 
school  accommodations  and  future  plans.  In  regard  to  his 
recommendation  of  another  portable  school,  we  do  not  be- 
lieve that  it  is  sound  policy,  in  general,  to  provide  housing 
facilities  by  the  use  of  portable  schools,  but  in  view  of  the 
rather  unfavorable  local  business  conditions,  and  of  the 
fact  that  two  years  may  elapse  before  relief  at  the  high 
school  is  imperative,  we  believe  that  a portable  for  two  or 
three  years  at  the  Rogers  school  may  be  a profitable  in- 
vestment. 

The  immediate  completion  of  the  unfinished  room  at  the 
East  Fairhaven  school  is  necessary.  The  estimated  cost  of 
doing  this  is  $3,500.  An  appropriation  of  $5,000.  will  be 
necessary  for  a two-room  portable. 

The  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  been 
carefully  considered  and  is  ordered  printed  as  a part  of  the 
Report  of  the  School  Committee.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Fairhaven : 

I am  submitting  herewith  my  fourteenth  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

ATTENDANCE 

The  total  membership  of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending 
June  1926  was  2144  as  compared  with  2069  in  1925;  the 
average  membership,  1936  as  against  1829  the  previous 
year.  The  percentage  of  attendance  was  94,  a better 
average  than  we  have  been  able  to  reach  for  several  years. 

The  actual  membership  of  the  schools  on  December  1 
was  1996  as  against  1956  on  the  same  date  in  1925.  If  it 
included  the  pupils  temporarily  off  the  register  due  to  con- 
tagious diseases,  the  present  membership  is  2020.  The  in- 
crease in  1925  was  72  pupils,  that  of  this  year  62. 

SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS 

The  number  of  pupils  to  be  housed  has  increased  by  134. 
The  only  addition  to  housing  facilities  has  been  the  portable, 
only  one  room  of  which  is  available  for  a class  of  normal 
size,  the  other  being  used  for  a small  special  class  which 
must  be  maintained  in  compliance  with  the  law.  With  a 
prospective  normal  increase  of  at  least  50  pupils  next  year, 
it  is  obvious  that  further  schoolrooms  must  be  provided. 
Will  there  be  an  increase?  The  school  census  taken  in 
October  1926  showed  a total  of  2511  children  in  town  be- 
tween the  ages  of  5 and  16,  an  increase  of  nearly  300  over 
that  of  the  previous  year.  That  the  enrolment  of  the  public 
schools  has  not  increased  to  this  extent  is  due  in  part  to 
the  number  entering  the  parochial  schools  and  in  part  to 
the  increased  employment  of  children.  The  number  of  em  - 
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ployment  certificates  since  September  is  greatly  in  excess 
of  the  number  issued  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

In  order  to  solve  intelligently  the  school-housing  prob- 
lem it  is  desirable  to  know  the  facilities  we  now  have. 
The  number  of  elementary  schoolrooms  available  is  as 


follows :

If  these  rooms  were  of  equal  capacity  and  it  was  pos- 
sible to  distribute  pupils  regardless  of  grade  or  location, 
the  present  elementary  school  membership  of  1700  would 
give  an  average  teacher-load  of  38  pupils.  The  seating 
capacity  of  most  of  the  rooms  is  42,  but  ten  of  them  will  not 
seat  more  than  35.  Furthermore,  one  of  the  rooms  at  the 
Portable  must  be  occupied  by  a special  class  in  which  the 
membership  must  be  kept  even  smaller.  The  average  of* 
38  assumes  that  pupils  can  be  distributed  regardless  of 
grade  or  of  location,  both  of  which  are  impracticable.  There 
is  clearly  a shortage  of  schoolrooms  in  some  sections  and 
the  teacher-load  already  much  too  large  for  reasonably 
efficient  work. 

Analysis  of  the  Distribution  of  Children 
At  the  Oxford  school,  nine  rooms  available  for  classes  of 
normal  size  have  an  average  membership  of  38.  If  the 
grade  distribution  happens  to  be  advantageous,  four  more 
pupils  per  room  can  be  accommodated  here.  At  the  An- 
thony school,  the  average  teacher-load  is  33  only ; therefore, 
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if  there  should  be  an  increase  in  North  Fairhaven  next  year, 
and,  owing  to  grade  distribution,  it  was  impossible  to  place 
them  in  the  Oxford  school,  it  is  probable  they  could  be 
cared  for  at  the  Anthony.  It  may  be  assumed  that  the 
Anthony  and  Oxford  schools,  together  with  the  Portable, 
will  take  care  of  an  increase  of  50  pupils  or  more  in  North 
Fairhaven. 

At  the  Tripp  school  the  average  teacher-load  is  41  pupils, 
and  the  capacity  of  the  rooms  is  such  that  this  cannot  well 
be  increased. 

At  the  Washington  St.  School,  the  average  number  per 
room  is  33.  The  rooms  of  this  building  are  relatively  small. 
A maximum  membership  of  35  pupils  per  room  can'be  ac- 
commodated. The  building  is  now  comfortably  filled 
Twenty-five  more  primary  children  can,  perhaps,  be  housed 
here. 

The  regular  classrooms  of  the  Rogers  school  are  housing 
an  average  of  43.  In  order  to  provide  a room  for  the  in- 
creased enrolment  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades,  it  was  neces- 
sary in  September  to  combine  two  6th  grades  into  one  with 
a membership  of  48.  Furthermore,  these  upper  grades 
were  then  so  large  that  if  they  had  been  placed  in  the  five 
rooms  available  there  would  have  been  an  average  teacher- 
load of  48.  It  was  necessary,  therefore,  to  make  another 
division  and  to  place  a class  in  the  assembly  hall  on  the 
third  floor.  Using  the  assembly  hall  as  a ninth  room,  the 
average  class  numbers  40.  This  room,  while  suitable  for 
use  in  an  emergency,  does  not  meet  well  the  requirements 
for  a regular  classroom.  It  is  on  the  third  floor,  does  not 
have  adequate  lighting  facilities,  and  is  not  modern  in  other 
respects.  It  was  never  intended  to  be  used  as  a classroom. 

There  are  160  pupils  in  the  present  6th,  and  164  in  the 
present  7th  grades  in  town.  Allowing  for  some  losses 
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through  leaving  school,  it  seems  certain  that  there  will  be  a 
large  increase  in  the  7th  and  8th  grade  membership  next 
year.  Even  with  the  use  of  the  third  floor  room,  we  cannot 
house  the  pupils.  The  present  number  is  very  much  too 
large  for  effective  teaching. 

At  East  Fairhaven  the  four  rooms  finished  house  178 
pupils,  an  average  of  45  per  room.  In  distributing  the 
grades  for  effective  teaching,  it  was  necessary  to  have  an 
overflow  room  of  35  pupils  in  the  assembly  hall.  This 
section  of  the  town  seems  to  be  growing  rather  steadily  in 
population,  and  a further  increase  of  pupils  next  year  can- 
not be  housed  there. 

The  Immediate  Problem : The  problem  for  next  year  is 
to  provide  increased  facilities  at  the  Rogers  school  and 
East  Fairhaven. 

It  is  suggested  that  three  or  four  rooms  be  added  to  the 
East  Fairhaven  school,  that  Sconticut  Neck  children  be 
carried  there  instead  of  to  the  center,  and  that  a 7th  grade 
be  opened  there. 

The  following  table  shows  the  present  distribution  of  the 
Sconticut  Neck  barge  children  by  grades  and  schools :

Assuming  the  regular  advancement  of  these  pupils,  and 
of  those  also  now  in  the  East  Fairhaven  school,  if  barge 
children  are  sent  there  next  year,  and  a seventh  grade 
opened,  the  enrolment  will  be  as  follows,  allowing  for  no 
increase  in  school  population :

Eight  rooms  would  be  necessary  to  accommodate  this 
number.  One  room  would  have  to  be  completed  and  three 
new  ones  added.  Under  the  above  plan,  the  Tripp  school 
would  receive  relief  from  prospective  congestion,  but  still 
be  unable  to  release  a room  for  relief  of  congestion  else- 
where. The  loss  of  31  pupils  distributed  through  eight  rooms 
at  the  Washington  St.  school  would  lessen  membership  there, 
but  would  not  enable  combination  of  classes  so  as  to  release 
a room  to  relieve  congestion  at  the  Rogers  school.  The 
elimination  of  barge  children  from  the  Rogers  school  and 
also  of  the  incoming  7th  grade  from  East  Fairhaven,  gives 
a prospective  enrolment  there,  allowing  for  no  increase  of 
school  population  or  losses  from  leaving  school,  as  follows :

A considerable  percentage  of  pupils  leave  school  at  the 
end  of  the  6th  or  7th  grades.  Allowing  for  this,  it  is  highly 
probable  that,  even  with  the  barge  children  and  the  in- 
coming East  Fairhaven  7th  grade  eliminated,  the  Rogers 
school  enrolment  will  be  larger  than  at  present. 
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Temporary  Solution  of  the  Housing  Problem 

The  completion  of  the  East  Fairhaven  school  would  not 
relieve  the  congestion  at  the  Rogers  school. 

The  completion  of  a room  in  East  Fairhaven  and  the 
purchase  of  a two-room  portable  for  the  Rogers  school 
would  temporarily  relieve  both  these  buildings. 

A More  Stable  Solution  of  the  Problem 

If  a more  stable  solution  of  the  housing  problem  is  sought, 
it  will  be  necessary  to  take  into  consideration  the  situation 
at  the  high  school.  Few  people  realize  that  in  this  building 
we  have  nearly  reached  the  limit  of  capacity.  In  planning 
the  building,  recitation  rooms  were  furnished  to  accommo- 
date a maximum  of  300  pupils.  There  are  now  351  pupils 
enrolled.  To  provide  classrooms  for  this  number,  the  sew- 
ing department  has  been  removed  from  its  quarters  and 
placed  in  the  corridor  on  the  third  floor,  the  mechanical 
drawing  department  has  been  moved  into  the  former  sewing 
room,  thus  providing  another  classroom ; the  physics  lab- 
oratory, the  experiment  demonstration  room,  and  a small 
lecture  room  are  being  used  for  general  recitation  pur- 
poses. There  is  little  opportunity  for  further  expansion. 
It  may  be  possible,  by  re-setting  the  seats  of  some  of  the 
rooms,  to  provide  for  the  growth  of  two  years  more,  but 
this  will  be  at  the  expense  of  efficiency.  It  will  make  the 
divisions  too  large.  The  State  Board  of  Education  recom- 
mends that  the  number  of  pupils  in  a high  school  class  be 
not  more  than  25.  There  ought  to  be  no  more  for  effective 
teaching.  Five  teachers  at  present  have  more  than  this 
standard  number  to  care  for. 

A Junior  High  School 

Since  it  will  not  be  wise  to  consider  an  addition  to  the 
present  high  school  building,  a sound  method  of  relief 
would  be  the  erection  of  a junior  high  school.  This  would 
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care  for  the  9th  grade,  or  high  school  Freshman  class,  which 
usually  comprises  about  35%  of  the  high  school  member- 
ship. It  is  this  class  which  causes  congestion  because  of 
the  number  of  divisions  necessary  in  making  the  program. 
At  the  present  rate  of  growth,  if  the  first  year  class  could 
be  provided  for,  the  high  school  building  would  answer  the 
needs  of  senior  high  school  pupils  for  at  least  ten  years. 

The  erection  of  a junior  high  would  not  only  solve  the 
high  school  problem,  and  care  for  the  increasing  number  of 
7th  and  8th  grade  pupils,  but  it  would,  at  the  same  time, 
release  five  rooms  at  the  Rogers  school  for  use  of  pupils 
of  the  first  six  grades  in  the  section  of  the  town  south  of 
Huttleston  Avenue.  The  desirable  location  for  a junior 
high  school  would  undoubtedly  be  in  the  central  portion  of 
the  town,  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  Huttleston  Avenue. 

The  establishment  of  a junior  high  school  would  not 
only  be  sound  policy  financially,  in  that  it  would  furnish  the 
most  economical  method  of  caring  for  the  congestion  at 
the  high  school,  but  it  would  also  be  the  best  plan  educa- 
tionally. The  present  organization  of  our  schools  is  on  the 
8-4  plan.  This  means  that  eight  years  are  spent  in  the 
elementary  school  and  four  in  the  high  school.  Most  up- 
to-date  school  systems  are  now  organized  or  organizing 
on  the  6-3-3  plan.  This  means  six  years  in  the  elementary 
school,  three  in  the  junior  high,  and  three  in  the  senior  high 
school.  This  arrangement  is  fast  superseding  the  old  or- 
ganization everywhere.  No  progressive  community  will 
solve  its  school-housing  problem  without  including  this  in 
its  plans.  Fairhaven  cannot  afford  to  expend  money  on 
new  school  buildings  without  having  in  mind  for  the  near 
future,  if  not  for  the  immediate  present,  a junior  high  school. 
If  the  town  does  not  feel  able  to  build  one  this  year,  it 
should  at  least  provide  for  an  investigation  looking  toward 
the  acquisition  of  a proper  site  for  such  a school. 
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In  two  or  three  previous  reports,  the  educational  char- 
acteristics of  the  6-3-3  plan  have  been  briefly  sketched. 
An  annual  report  is  not  the  proper  place  to  set  forth  ex- 
haustively the  educational  philosophy  on  which  this  modern 
organization  of  the  public  schools  is  based.  Following  is 
given  a bare  outline  of  the  underlying  reasons  for  it. 

The  present  8-4  system  has  been  in  use  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  public  schools  in  America.  Some  valid  criti- 
cisms made  of  it  are:  (1)  It  wastes  time.  It  should  not 
require  eight  years  to  reach  the  objectives  of  an  elementary 
school  education.  (2)  It  does  not  take  into  account  the 
changes  in  growing  girls  and  boys.  It  uses  too  long 
methods  adapted  chiefly  to  younger  children.  (3)  The 
subject  matter  studied  in  the  grades  overlaps  and,  as  a con- 
sequence, there  is  much  repetition.  Furthermore,  much 
material  taught  is  now  relatively  useless.  (4)  It  delays  too 
long  cultural  subjects.  (5)  It  does  not  articulate  well 
with  the  high  school  and,  as  a consequence,  many  pupils 
leave  school  in  the  7th,  8th,  and  9th  years. 

Although  there  are  disadvantages  in  the  present  system, 
it  does  not  follow  that  the  6-3-3  plan  is  a panacea  for  all  of 
them.  It  has  been  proven,  nevertheless,  that  it  does  (1) 
lessen  elimination  of  pupils,  (2)  provides  curricula  and  ac- 
tivities better  suited  to  girls  and  boys  of  adolescent  age, 
(3)  makes  provision  for  individual  differences,  and,  more 
important  than  any  of  these,  (4)  provides  for  a period  of 
exploration  and  experimentation  during  which  girls  and 
boys,  under  guidance,  learn  something  of  their  own  capaci- 
ties both  in  relation  to  studies  in  school  and  to  life  work. 
This  latter  purpose  is,  perhaps,  the  unique  one  of  the  junior 
high  school. 

Recommendation 

I recommend  for  the  ensuing  year  that  the  unfinished 
room  at  the  East  Fairhaven  school  be  completed,  that  a 
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two-room  portable  be  purchased  for  use  at  the  Rogers 
school,  and  that  a preliminary  investigation  be  initiated  in 
regard  to  a site  for  a Junior  High  School. 

SCHOOL  WORK 

The  school  work  has  continued,  in  the  main,  along  lines 
already  established.  The  revised  course  of  study  placed  in 
the  schools  last  year  is  resulting  in  increased  effectiveness. 
Experience  with  it  has  already  led  to  minor  changes  and 
undoubtedly  others  will  follow  from  time  to  time.  A good 
course  of  study  must,  of  necessity,  be  subject  to  such  modi- 
fications as  experience,  new  knowledge,  and  new  demands 
may  require. 

At  present,  curriculum  revision  is  receiving  attention 
everywhere.  The  reason  for  this  is  clear.  As  the  Research 
Bulletin  of  the  National  Education  Association  says, — “It  is 
not  hard  to  see  why  hundreds  of  school  systems  are  strug- 
gling with  the  problem  of  curriculum  revision.  If  the  school 
is  to  meet  its  responsibility,  the  curriculum  of  a generation 
ago  will  not  do.  A new  curriculum  must  be  built.  The  old 
curriculum  called  for  the  mastery  of  facts  and  skills,  the 
new  curriculum  calls  for  the  mastery  of  life.  Life  as  it  is 
today,  and  as  it  is  to  be  tomorrow,  becomes  the  basis  of 
curriculum  content  ....  This  makes  the  problem 
an  extremely  difficult  and  complex  task  ....  One 
has  only  to  consider  how  large  a part  of  his  daily  life  is 
the  product  of  that  small  fraction  of  human  existence,  the 
last  century,  to  realize  the  rapidity  of  change  in  modern 
life  ....  When  life  is  being  re-made  within  a gen- 
eration, when  it  is  being  fundamentally  modified  within 
the  space  of  a decade,  a static  curriculum  is  an  anomaly. 
The  rapidity  of  change  in  modern  life  demands  constant  re- 
vision of  the  curriculum  if  the  school  Is  to  continue  to  hold 
its  place  as  a constructive  force  in  advancing  civilization.” 
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In  Massachusetts,  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board 
of  Education,  committees  are  now  at  work  to  the  end  that 
there  may  be  available  for  the  schools  of  the  State,  courses 
of  study  in  the  various  elementary  school  subjects  embody- 
ing the  results  of  the  extensive  research  of  recent  years. 
Some  preliminary  reports  have  already  been  made  by  these 
committees.  Those  now  available,  together  with  those 
forthcoming,  are  certain  to  be  of  great  value  to  the  public 
schools  of  Massachusetts  during  the  next  decade.  They  will 
serve  as  a guide  in  local  curriculum  making. 

Tests 

Standard  achievement  and  diagnostic  tests  have  been 
given  during  the  year  in  various  subjects.  Among  these 
were  the  Stanford  Achievement  Tests,  Wilson  General  Sur- 
vey Tests  in  Arithmetic,  Wisconsin  Inventory  Tests  in 
Arithmetic,  Compass  Diagnostic  Tests  in  Arithmetic,  Hill’s 
Civic  Attitudes  and  Information  Tests,  Witham’s  Standard 
Geography  and  History  Tests,  and  the  Bloomington  Tests 
in  English  Composition  and  Grammar.  The  purpose  of 
these  tests  is  two-fold,  viz., — (1)  to  measure  the  work  of  a 
class  by  a standard  secured  through  giving  the  examination 
to  many  thousands  of  children  in  schools  distributed 
throughout  the  country,  and,  (2)  to  diagnose  the  strength 
or  weakness  of  a class  along  some  special  line. 

The  results  of  the  tests  given  indicate  that  your  schools 
are  maintaining  a standard  of  attainment  somewhat  higher 
than  the  average  in  many  respects.  In  arithmetic  and  his- 
tory the  median  is  distinctly  above  the  average.

If  there  was  adequate  space  in  this  report,  it  would  be 
interesting  to  tabulate  the  results  of  each  of  the  tests  given 
and  to  comment  on  them.  Although  our  standing  is  excel- 
lent for  a school  system  employing  so  many  inexperienced 
teachers,  having  such  frequent  changes  in  its  teaching 
corps,  and  with  a relatively  low  per  pupil  cost  of  Education, 
we  must  not  rest  content  but  must  continue  to  strive  for 
better  results. 

Safety  Education 

Safety  Education  is  now  a part  of  the  required  curricu- 
lum. The  immediate  occasion  of  its  introduction  was  the 
increasing  number  of  fatalities  among  children  due  to  auto- 
mobiles. Modern  life  furnishes,  however,  many  other 
hazards  and  if  children  can  be  trained  in  habits  of  careful- 
ness many  accidents  are  preventable.  To  train  children  in 
this  direction  it  is  necessary  that  situations  be  provided 
for  doing  Safety  work  as  well  as  studying  about  it.  To 
this  end  Junior  Safety  Councils  were  organized  this  fall  in 
each  building.  The  object  of  these  councils,  it  ‘to  make  at- 
tractive to  members  the  idea  of  thoughtfulness  for  others 
and  the  proper  care  of  their  own  actions.’  Membership 
requires  that  pupils  learn  the  Safety  Pledge,  observe  the 
Safety  Code  for  at  least  one  month,  report  at  least  two  un- 
safe conditions,  and  help  smaller  children  and  elderly  per- 
sons in  dangerous  situations.  The  Code  to  be  observed 
is  as  follows.  Some  of  it  is  worth  the  reading  of  adults. 
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IN  SCHOOL: 

1.  Keep  to  the  Right  on  walks,  in  halls,  going  up  and 
down  stairs. 

2.  Go  up  and  down  stairs  ONE  STEP  AT  A TIME. 

3.  Look  where  running. 

4.  Do  not  bully  the  little  fellows. 

OUT  OF  SCHOOL: 

5.  Do  not  play  on  the  streets. 

6.  LOOK  BOTH  WAYS  in  crossing  streets  and  rail- 
road tracks.  First  look  to  the  left,  and  then  to  the  right. 

7.  LOOK  SHARP  for  automobiles,  wagons  and  motor- 
cycles when  alighting  from  a street  car. 

8.  Do  not  walk  on  bridges  or  tracks. 

9.  Do  not  loiter  around  railroad  stations  or  cars. 

10.  Be  ever  ready  to  assist  aged  people,  cripples,  and 
little  children  to  avoid  danger  at  street  crossings  and  in 
boarding  or  leaving  cars,  trains,  or  other  vehicles. 

11.  Do  not  hitch  on  or  steal  rides  on  street  cars,  auto- 
mobiles, or  wagons. 

, 12.  Never  use  roller  skates,  skate-mobile  or  coaster  on 

the  streets. 

13.  Do  not  jump  off  moving  trains,  cars  or  engines,  and 
do  not  crawl  under,  over,  or  between  cars. 

14.  Look  out  for  automobiles  turning  corners. 

15.  Look  where  going  and  keep  to  the  right. 

16.  Look  and  listen  for  DANGER  SIGNALS  and  HEED 
them. 

17.  Say : “Any  wire  may  be  a ‘livewire,’  Don’t  touch  it.” 

18.  Keep  eyes  on  a scratched  match  till  sure  the  spark 
is  dead. 

19.  Never  leave  a camp  fire  till  sure  of  it’s  out. 
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20.  Do  not  THROW  STONES.  It  is  a DANGEROUS 
and  USELESS  habit. 

21.  Try  to  do  at  least  one  GOOD  TURN  for  SAFETY 
every  day. 

22.  PLAY  SAFE,  as  much  for  the  other  fellow’s  sake 
as  for  your  own. 

23.  Think  SAFETY  — not  part  of  the  time,  but  all 
the  time. 

24.  Let  your  motto  be  : “Better  be  safe  than  sorry.” 

25.  Have  the  Safety  Habit. 

Thrift 

The  School  Savings  System  installed  in  1925  and  des- 
cribed in  the  report  of  last  year  is  achieving  excellent  re- 
sults. Not  all  pupil  depositors  retain  their  savings  in  the 
bank  as  long  as  desirable,  but,  at  least,  they  learn  that 
there  is  such  an  institution  and  how  to  save  for  a purpose, 
even  though  the  purpose  is  sometimes  rather  too  immediate 
to  give  the  most  valuable  training. 

The  kindly,  interested  co-operation  of  the  Fairhaven 
Institution  for  Savings  in  the  effort  of  the  schools  to  teach 
Thrift  is  much  appreciated.

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Physical  Training 

The  work  in  Physical  Training  has  been  continued  under 
the  arrangement  made  last  year.  There  is  need  of  a full 
time  physical  director  for  high  school  girls.  Until  last 
year  this  position  was  filled  by  a teacher  at  the  high  school 
who  also  taught  one  period  each  day  in  elementary  science. 
In  addition  to  the  regular  physical  training  classes,  this 
teacher  gave  talks  to  the  first  year  high  girls  on  the  sub- 
ject of  personal  hygiene,  held  regular  health  conferences 
with  individual  pupils,  did  individual  posture  work,  super- 
vised a girls’  athletic  association  which  was  a strong  health 
factor  in  the  lives  of  the  girls,  and  carefully  supervised  the 
locker  rooms.  The  present  teacher  of  physical  training, 
who  gives  half-time  to  the  grades,  is  able  to  carry  on  very 
few  of  the  above  activities.  As  she  is  at  the  high  school 
only  three  days  a week,  there  is  no  supervision  of  the  girls’ 
locker  rooms  on  the  days  she  is  absent.  There  are  204 
girls  in  school  and,  with  this  number,  provision  should  be 
made  for  this.  By  means  of  it,  improper  use  of  the  rooms, 
such  as  unnecessary  loitering,  can  be  prevented,  property 
not  properly  cared  for  can  be  checked  up,  and  there  will  be 
less  opportunity  for  thieving.  There  is  relatively  little 
of  this,  but  among  every  large  group  of  pupils,  there  are 
unfortunately  always  some  who  need  to  be  watched. 

I recommend  that  a full-time  teacher  of  physical  train- 
ing for  girls  in  the  high  school  be  engaged  and  that  another 
part  or  whole-time  teacher  be  allotted  to  the  first  six 
grades  of  the  elementary  schools. 

Sewing. 

Sewing  is  a part  of  the  6th  and  7th  grade  course  of  study 
for  girls.  A special  teacher  of  this  subject  gives  one  day  a 
week  to  the  Oxford,  Anthony,  and  Tripp  schools.  At  the 
Rogers  school  the  work  is  done  by  Miss  Norris  who  is  also 
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the  regular  teacher  of  a 5th  grade.  Under  present  con- 
ditions, she  is  compelled  to  leave  her  own  room  four  hours 
each  week,  nearly  a school  day,  and  in  her  absence  four 
different  teachers  carry  on  her  grade.  It  is  obvious  that 
these  teachers,  with  a very  limited  knowledge  of  the  class, 
cannot  do  the  work  as  well  as  the  regular  teacher,  and  as  a 
result,  there  is  a considerable  loss  to  the  class  by  this  inter- 
change. To  prevent  this,  and  also  to  enable  instruction  in 
sewing  to  be  given  to  the  girls  in  the  East  Fairhaven  school, 
the  only  building  that  now  has  none,  I recommend  that 
the  sewing  teacher  be  engaged  for  an  additional  day  each 
week. 

Evening  School. 

The  usual  Evening  School  for  illiterate  minors  has  been 
maintained.  The  enrolment  is  at  present  43.  Of  this  num- 
ber, six  are  over  21  years  of  age  and  are  taking  the  Amer- 
icanization course.  Since  September,  five  pupils  have  been 
able  to  pass  a test  for  promotion  to  the  7th  grade  and  have 
been  excused  from  further  attendance.  The  school  is  in 
session  Monday  and  Wednesday  evenings  from  7 to  9 
o’clock.  The  Principal,  James  M.  Parkinson,  is  assisted  by 
two  teachers,  Miss  Hazel  M.  Hack  and  Guy  B.  Staples. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  high  school  enrolment  for  the  fall  term  numbers 
351,  an  increase  of  20  over  that  of  last  year.  The  com- 
mencement held  in  June  1926  was  the  twentieth  in  the  new 
building.  In  all,  757  pupils  have  been  graduated.  It  will 
be  of  interest  to  note  the  growth  of  the  school.  In  the 
following  table  only  Fairhaven  pupils  are  included  in  the 
membership.  Since  1921  those  from  Acushnet  and  Rochester 
have  not  been  accepted  nor  have  any  first  year  pupils  been 
admitted  from  Mattapoisett.  The  table  indicates  the  pro- 
portion the  number  of  local  high  school  pupils  bears  to 
the  total  school  membership  in  each  year.  The  percentage 
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is  significant  in  that  it  shows  to  what  extent  Fairhaven 
children  receive  high  school  training,  and  measures  also,  in 
a degree,  the  attitude  of  the  community  toward  secondary 
education.  Under  perfect  conditions  in  every  respect,  33 
1/3%  of  the  total  enrolment  would  be  found  in  high  school. 
Such  conditions,  of  course,  never  exist.  In  1925,  17^4%  of 
the  total  State-wide  membership  was  in  the  high  school. 
Some  communities,  like  Newton  and  Melrose,  have  a 
record  of  nearly  25%.  Fairhaven  has  this  year  reached  16%, 
the  best  record  for  20  years.  The  outlook  is  excellent  for 
a further  increase  of  this  proportion  in  the  near  future.

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Although  the  number  of  pupils  in  high  school  is  depend- 
ent quite  largely  upon  the  type  of  community  it  serves,  it 
is  conditioned  also  by  the  holding  power  of  the  school  it- 
self. This  depends  upon  many  factors,  each  of  which  in- 
fluences its  general  efficiency. 

Does  the  curriculum  of  Fairhaven  High  meet  fairly  well 
the  needs  of  the  young  people  of  the  town? 

The  subjects  taught  are  grouped  into  five  courses  of 
study : Commercial  Course,  College  Preparatory  Course, 
General  Course,  Normal  Preparatory  Course,  and  Tech- 
nical Course.  As  a part  of  each  of  these  Manual  Training 
and  Household  Arts  are  offered.  There  is  also  an  excellent 
elective  course  in  printing.  There  might  be  criticism  of  the 
fact  that  the  Commercial  Course  is  the  only  one  strictly 
vocational,  but  with  New  Bedford  Vocational  school  open 
to  all  who  wish  this  type  of  training,  it  is  unnecessary  to 
duplicate  it  in  Fairhaven.  A comparison  of  the  offering 
our  high  school  makes  with  that  of  others  indicates  that 
it  is  equal  to  that  in  most  progressive  schools  and  far  in 
advance  of  that  in  many. 

Among  the  changes  in  the  curriculum  that  have  been 
made  in  the  last  five  years  are : Introduction  of  Household 
Chemistry,  Biology,  History  and  Appreciation  of  Music. 
Theory  and  Harmony,  Art  Appreciation,  Design  and  Com- 
mercial Art.  German  has  been  re-instated  because  there 
was  a demand  for  it.  The  Gregg  system  of  shorthand  has 
replaced  the  Chandler  and  the  course  in  Latin  has  this 
year  been  re-organized  and  simplified  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  College  Board  and  the  Classical 
League  of  America. 

Another  factor  in  the  holding  power  of  a school  is  the 
way  in  which  the  course  of  study  is  administered.  Are 
pupils  guided  into  work  they  can  do?  Is  the  teaching 
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efficient?  In  short,  do  many  pupils  leave  school  because  of 
inability  to  meet  its  demands?  The  following  figures  from 
tlje  records  of  the  school  may  serve  as  a partial  answer  to 
this  question.  Please  note  the  tendency  of  the  school  to 
be  more  efficient  in  these  directions.

In  appraising  the  power  of  a high  school  to  hold  its 
pupils,  the  effect  of  the  prevailing  spirit  of  the  school  must 
not  be  omitted.  There  are  schools  where  the  general  atti- 
tude of  the  pupils  is  that  of  the  day  laborer  who  has  no 
share  or  interest  in  the  successful  completion  of  his  work 
except  that  of  satisfying  the  teacher,  the  inspector.  The 
pupils  feel  that  learning  is  the  teacher’s  business.  It  is 
what  he  or  she  is  paid  for ; it  is  nothing  the  pupil  is  respon- 
sible for.  There  are,  of  course,  pupils  in  Fairhaven  High 
who  have  this  attitude.  They  are,  however,  rather  the  ex- 
ception than  the  rule.  The  prevailing  spirit  is  one  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  there  is  perceptible  a fellowship  of  com- 
mon goals.  The  mastery  of  the  work  at  hand,  not  merely 
satisfying  the  teacher,  is  in  an  unusual  degree  the  apparent 
purpose  of  the  student  body.  There  is  much  evidence  of 
social  good  will,  of  a desire  to  promote  the  work  of  the 
group,  of  a spirit  of  co-operativeness.  This  spirit  has  been 
developed  and  is  being  fostered  by  the  administrative  poli- 
cies of  the  school.  The  organization  of  the  school  to 
enable  some  measure  of  student  government,  the  instilla- 
tion of  the  idea  of  service  through  the  traffic  squad  and  the 
service  point  system,  the  carefully  managed  extra  curri- 
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cula  activities, — all  these  are  regarded  by  the  Principal  and 
his  staff  as  opportunities  for  training  toward  the  real  objec- 
tives of  school.  In  a very  high  degree  the  relations  between 
teachers  and  pupils  at  the  high  school  are  characterized  by 
sympathy  and  good  will. 

To  stimulate  a keener  interest  in  scholarship  there  is  at 
present  in  process  of  formation  an  honor  society  which  will 
include  members  of  the  senior  and  junior  classes  who  main- 
tained high  marks  in  their  studies  during  the  first  two 
years  of  high  school,  and  who  have  performed  at  least 
fifty  hours  of  school  service.  The  members  of  this  organ- 
ization will  be  given  certain  privileges.  It  is  planned  to 
affiliate  with  the  National  Honor  Society  of  Secondary 
Schools  so  that  the  standard  pin  of  this  organization  will 
be  awarded  to  each  member. 

Cost  of  the  High  School  to  the  Town 

For  fifteen  years  from  the  opening  of  the  present  high 
school,  the  only  cost  to  the  Town  was  that  for  Insurance  on 
the  building.  In  1921,  an  appropriation  was  asked  for  the 
first  time.  In  all  these  years  the  Town  has  expended  for 
maintenance,  besides  insurance,  $86,000  This  entire  sum 
would  not  begin  to  pay  for  an  average  high  school  building, 
nor  would  it  meet  the  cost  of  running  an  ordinary  high 
school  of  our  size  for  three  years.  When  is  considered  the 
fact  that  the  Town  would  have  been  required  to  expend  at 
least  $500,000  in  the  last  twenty  years  to  provide  only  or- 
dinary high  school  privileges  for  its  youth,  the  magnitude  of 
Mr.  Rogers’  gift  may  be  appreciated.  Moreover,  the  build- 
ing and  equipment  are  still  here,  and  also  an  annual  endow- 
ment of  more  than  $25,000.  If  the  building,  after  twenty 
years  of  service,  now  begins  to  cost  more  for  its  upkeep,  if 
growth  in  number  of  pupils  and  increased  per  capita  cost 
of  high  school  education  makes  it  necessary  to  expend  more 
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money  in  these  directions,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  a 
benefaction  of  this  kind  carries  with  it  an  obligation.  It  is 
certain  that  the  people  of  Fairhaven  will  meet  this. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  There  are  now  17  full  time  and  5 part  time  teachers  in 
the  high  school.  The  Principal  teaches  two  classes  each 
day.  He  should  have  more  time  for  supervision  and  ad- 
ministration. This  can  be  secured  by  relieving  him  of  one 
of  his  classes  and  by  assigning  to  the  sub-master  more  ad- 
ministrative duties  and  less  teaching.  In  order  to  accom- 
plish this  and,  also,  to  reduce  the  number  of  pupils  per 
teacher  to  a reasonable  standard,  I recommend  that  another 
full  time  teacher  be  engaged. 

2.  I recommend  that  la  full  time  physical  instructor  for 
girls  be  engaged,  not  only  to  make  the  health  guidance  for 
girls  more  effective,  but,  also,  that  there  may  be  more 
careful  supervision  of  the  girls’  locker  rooms. 

HEALTH 

The  usual  report  of  the  School  Nurse  and  Dental  Clinic 
follows : 

THE  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

A full  time  school  nurse  is  now  on  duty  in  Fairhaven. 
Her  work  includes  the  supervision  of  children  in  the  six 
elementary  schools  and  the  high  school  upon  request. 

Each  week  plans  are  made  to  visit  every  schoolroom,  to 
inspect  the  children  for  cleanliness,  sores,  cuts,  and  to 
give  health  talks. 

Milk  has  been  given  to  children  10%  underweight,  and 
also  sold  at  3 y2  cents  a half  pint  to  any  child  wishing  it. 
The  milk  has  been  a great  help,  bringing  weights  up  to 
normal  in  many  cases. 
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This  fall  has  been  a busy  term,  as  chicken  pox,  measles, 
and  scarlet  fever  broke  out  among  the  children,  but  with 


careful  supervision  the  cases  were  few.

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TEACHERS 

Seventeen  new  teachers  have  become  members  of  the 
corps  since  the  last  report.  Of  those  leaving  us,  matrimony 
engaged  the  attention  of  six,  higher  salaries  attracted  seven, 
and  one  teacher  resigned  because  of  removal  from  town. 
Two  teachers  were  assigned  to  new  positions. 

It  has  been  unusual  in  recent  years  to  have  so  many 
changes.  Although  there  is  a surplus  of  candidates  for 
teaching  positions,  there  is,  as  ever,  a shortage  of  the  best 
material.  It  is  the  general  verdict  of  school  officials  that 
many  young  women  with  little  or  no  fitness  for  teaching 
are  at  the  present  time  training  for  and  undertaking  it.  The 
problem  of  securing  the  best  teachers  for  the  salaries  Fair- 
haven  offers  is  always  a serious  one.  It  is  hoped  that  our 
maximum  will  continue  to  enable  the  retention  of  new 
teachers  until  the  schools  have  received  the  benefit  of  the 
development  of  a measure  of  the  skill,  insight,  and  teaching 
power  that  characterizes  the  best  of  experienced  teachers. 

MISCELLANY 

During  Education  Week,  the  Rogers  school  held  a very 
successful  evening  session  of  the  7th  and  8th  grades.  The 
Job  C.  Tripp  school  presented  an  excellent  evening  program, 
and  the  Oxford,  Anthony,  East  Fairhaven,  and  Washington 
St.  schools  observed  a special  Parents  Day. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Fairhaven-Mattapoisett  Teach- 
ers’ Association,  Miss  Mary  McSkimmon,  former  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Education  Association,  addressed  a 
well  attended  public  meeting.  Eight  hundred  citizens  visited 
the  school  during  the  week  and  saw  the  regular  work. 

The  Fairhaven-Mattapoisett  Teachers’  Association,  re- 
organized under  a new  constitution,  is  increasingly  a factor 
in  the  development  of  esprit  de  corps  and  in  the  advance- 
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ment  of  professional  ideals.  An  institute  is  to  be  held  in 
February  under  its  auspices. 

Supplementing  the  library  of  600  stereopticon  slides  pur- 
chased two  years  ago,  a library  of  300  slides  for  use  in  the 
primary  grades  has  been  purchased  with  a portion  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  annual  Pop  Concert. 

The  position  of  coach  and  physical  director,  left  vacant 
by  the  resignation  of  Edwin  F.  Pidgeon,  was  filled  by  the 
appointment  of  Delmer  F.  Boah.  Under  his  direction,  the 
various  athletic  teams  continue  to  be  successful  and  the 
program  of  supervised  play  and  gymnastics  is  being  kept 
up  to  its  former  high  standard. 

HOPES 

We  hope  for  a time  when  Fairhaven : 

Will  have  a kindergarten  in  its  public  school  system. 

Will  maintain  one  or  more  vacation  schools  in  the  sum- 
mer so  that  pupils  who  have  not  quite  reached  the  standard 
for  promotion  will  have  opportunity  to  do  so  without 
losing  a school  year. 

Will  have  more  opportunity  classes  for  pupils  not  able  to 
profit  by  the  regular  school  worfc. 

Will  be  able  to  expend  money  for  musical  instruments 
and  instruction  to  the  end  that  instrumental  music,  as  an 
extra  curricula  activity,  may  be  given  a larger  place  in  our 
schools. 

CONCLUSION 

It  is  fitting  to  express  here  appreciation  of  the  unusually 
co-operative  spirit  shown  during  the  year  by  teachers  and 
by  parents.  I wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for 
its  guidance  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
FOR  THE  YEAR  1926 


To  the  Trustees  of  The  Millicent  Library: 

During  the  thirty-fourth  year  of  The  Millicent  Library 
action  has  been  taken  on  all  but  one  of  the  points  suggested 
in  the  report  of  January  12,  1926: 

SUGGESTIONS  CARRIED  OUT 

(1)  The  150  children  served  by  the  branch  that  was 
opened  in  the  East  Fairhaven  School  in  February  have  in 
eleven  months  borrowed  about  one  and  one-half  times  as 
many  books  from  the  branch  as  they  did  in  twelve  months 
from  the  main  library  before  the  opening  of  the  East 
Fairhaven  School.  This  alone  amply  justifies  the  opening 
of  the  branch  and  its  continued  operation. 

(2)  The  increase  of  fines  from  one  to  two  cents  a day 
has  resulted  in  books  being  returned  more  promptly  than 
was  formerly  the  case.  This  means  that  more  people  have 
had  the  “seven-day”  books  while  they  were  still  new  and 
shows  our  action  in  conforming  to  the  usual  library  practice 
to  have  been  wise. 

(3)  An  order  has  been  placed  for  book  shelves  to  occupy 
the  two  unused  doorways  and  the  space  under  the  south 
window  in  the  children’s  room.  This  will  permit  the  entire 
collection  of  children’s  books  being  located  in  the  children’s 
room  and  will  give  more  room  in  the  main  stacks  for  the 
reference  collection. 
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(4)  The  closing  of  the  children’s  room  after  six  o’clock 
in  the  evening  to  children  under  eleven  years  of  age  has 
simplified  the  problem  of  discipline  and  given  a better 
chance  to  the  older  children  who  do  come  to  read. 

(5)  The  entire  collection  at  the  Oxford  Branch  has  been 
changed,  a larger  collection  than  ever  before  deposited  in 
its  place,  and  new  fiction  supplied  generously.  Some  adver- 
tising was  undertaken.  The  circulation  has,  however,  con- 
tinued to  fall  off.  It  was  1318  less  than  in  1925  and  almost 
4000  less  than  in  1922,  the  record  year  for  the  branch.  This 
is,  however,  no  warrant  for  being  dissatisfied  with  the 
branch  which,  though  it  was  directly  responsible  for  not 
more  than  3%  of  the  expenditures  of  the  library,  contributed 
6%  of  the  circulation.  The  supply  of  even  more  new  books, 
more  advertising,  and  the  installation  of  a library  sign  on 
the  Oxford  School  would  call  the  branch  to  the  attention  of 
more  citizens  who  are  entitled  to  library  facilities. 

It  is  possible  that  the  branch  would  serve  more  readers 
if  it  were  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Edmund  Anthony,  Jr.  School 
instead  of  in  th6  present  location.  Or  branches  in  both 
localities  might  be  advantageous. 

(6)  New  editions  of  the  pamphlets  “Mark  Twain  and 
Fairhaven”  and  “The  Presentation  of  a Samuari  Sword  to 
the  Town  of  Fairhaven”  were  printed.  Photographs  were 
taken  for  new  post  cards  of  the  library. 

(7)  As  was  pointed  out  last  year  the  capacity  of  the 
book  stacks  is  almost  reached.  The  inevitable  weeding  out 
of  the  book  collection  has  been  postponed  for  a few  years 
by  the  assembly  of  some  old  stacks  that  had  been  stored 
in  the  basement.  These  will  allow  all  of  the  magazine 
reference  files  to  be  assembled  in  one  place — a very  con- 
siderable convenience — and,  with  certain  other  changes, 
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now  completely  planned,  will  give  considerable  room  in 
the  main  stacks  for  expansion. 

(8)  Changes  in  the  library  course  for  the  pupils  of  the 
7th  and  8th  grades  of  the  Rogers’  School  have  been  planned, 
but  lack  of  time  has  prevented  the  librarian  from  drafting 
the  course. 

(9)  The  indirect  radiators  which  remain  everywhere  but 
in  the  trustees’  room  have  not  been  replaced  with  direct 
radiators,  as  will  be  necessary  some  time,  but  a very  great 
improvement  was  made  in  the  extensive  modernizing  of 
the  electric  wiring  and  the  installation  of  a new  fuse  board. 

SOME  FUTURE  NEEDS 

Several  repairs  upon  the  building  must  be  undertaken  as 
means  permit  during  the  next  few  years.  The  radiators 
have  been  mentioned.  Preceding  them  in  order  of  urgency 
is  the  cleaning  or  replacing  of  the  water  pipes  that  feed 
the  lawn  sprinklers  and  the  refinishing  of  plaster  and  wall 
decoration  in  five  places.  The  turf  in  the  northeast  section 
of  the  lawn,  though  most  recently  replaced  is  in  very  poor 
condition. 


PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  four  of  the  six  regular  members  of  the 
library  staff  resigned,  but  in  every  case  their  successors 
began  work  before  their  departure  and  thus,  in  spite  of  the 
many  changes,  any  impairment  of  the  library  service  was 
avoided.  The  staff  roster  that  forms  a part  of  this  report 
enumerates  the  changes.  The  librarian  is  most  appreciative 
of  the  willingness  shown  by  the  withdrawing  members  in 
instructing  their  successors  and  of  the  careful  instruction 
given  by  the  remaining  members. 
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In  addition  to  the  persons  named  on  the  roster  Miss 
Alice  Eitel,  Miss  Annie  Thompson,  Mrs.  Warren  F.  Griffin, 
Mrs.  James  H.  Leighton,  and  Philip  Gidley  should  be  men- 
tioned. Miss  Eitel  served  as  general  assistant  during  the 
summer  and  became  familiar  with  the  work  in  a gratifying 
short  time.  Miss  Thompson  has  always  responded  willing- 
ly when  called  upon  as  a substitute.  Mrs.  Griffin,  a former 
member  of  the  staff,  has  recently  been  asked  to  serve  for 
three  hours  weekly  so  that  she,  too,  may  be  available  as  a 
substitute.  Mrs.  Leighton  has  given  generously  of  her 
time  in  reading  and  criticising  books  suggested  for  addition 
to  the  collection.  She  merits  our  most  hearty  thanks. 
Philip  Gidley  was  most  efficient  in  his  temporary  work 
as  page. 

During  the  absence  of  the  librarian  at  the  Summer  School 
of  Library  Economics  at  Columbia  University  Miss  Holmes 
(now  Mrs.  R.  C.  Dunn)  took  charge  of  the  work  at  the 
library.  At  another  time,  in  the  absence  of  Miss  Bianchi, 
she  served  for  a month  as  high  school  librarian.  In  these 
special  cases,  as  in  the  performance  of  her  regular  work, 
she  was  most  efficient. 

Mr.  Castle,  principal  of  the  East  Fairhaven  School,  has 
handled  the  work  of  the  new  branch  in  his  building. 

GIFTS 

Notable  gifts  during  the  year  were  a bronze  and  glass 
lock  case  for  the  display  of  rare  books,  by  Mrs.  Urban  H. 
Broughton ; a handsomely-bound  volume  of  the  Bowdoin 
collection  of  prints,  by  Miss  Grace  Dana  and  Miss  Edith 
Dana ; and  two  sets  of  photographs  at  the  time  of  its 
opening,  by  Mr.  William  Evarts  Benjamin. 
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INTERPRETATION  OF  STATISTICS 

The  attached  statistical  tables  and  statistical  report  show 
that  the  entire  library  system  issued  7195  more  books  this 
year  than  last  (a  gain  of  nearly  9%),  maintaining  the  fixed 
habit  of  annual  increase.  Though  fiction  made  up  78%  of 
the  total  circulation  it  made  up  but  58%  of  the  purchases. 
There  is,  perhaps,  too  great  a discrepancy  between  these 
figures,  but  in  considering  them  it  should  be  borne  in  mind 
that  the  non-fiction  becomes  an  integral  part  of  the  collec- 
tion and  remains  useful  for  many  years  after  much  of  the 
fiction  of  any  one  year  is  worn  out  or  is  no  longer  called  for. 

The  juvenile  collection,  though  comprising  but  13%  of 
the  total  collection,  supplied  27%  of  the  circulation.  This, 
coupled  with  the  fact  that  children’s  books  wear  out  far 
faster  than  books  used  by  adults,  justifies  the  fact  that  39% 
of  the  purchases  were  of  children’s  books.  We  have  not 
enough  books  for  the  youngest  readers.  This  is  felt  both 
when  classroom  collections  are  made  up  and  in  the  demand 
at  the  loan  desk.  Children  select  books  largely  by  their 
appearance.  It  is  important  that  the  juvenile  collection  be 
kept  attractive.  Covering  of  worn  volumes  is  being  experi- 
mented with  as  a partial  cure.  Binding  is  an  expensive  and 
not  complete  remedy.  Constant  and  generous  replacement 
must  be  depended  upon. 

ACTIVITIES 

Special  undertakings  during  the  year  were  the  completion 
of  an  inventory  and  the  beginnings  of  an  organization  of 
the  picture  collection  upon  a new  plan.  The  usefuless  of 
the  card  catalog  was  increased  through  its  expansion  to 
relieve  overcrowding.  A new  bulletin  board  was  installed, 
many  special  exhibits  were  arranged,  considerable  atten- 
tion was  given  to  publicity,  and  the  use  of  the  Bulletin  was 
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materially  increased  by  supplying  the  publication  with  illus- 
trations and  popular  notes  about  special  features  of  the 
library. 

All  of  the  regular  services  of  the  library  have  been  carried 
on  and  augmented.
